Che Library Staff 


The Library Staff consists of twenty-four girls who assist the librarian in handling 
the work of the library and who must maintain a high scholastic rating, 


Each girl spends a minimum of one period a week in the library. During this time, 
she mends books, arranges them on the shelves, or charges books. Overdue notices and 
articles for “The Crimson” are attended to by the girls under Miss Gindele’s supervision.

The Everett Hi-Y Club is the local unit in a national movement of tremendous 
scope. Sixty-five hundred such groups exist throughout forty-six states and have on their 
membership rolls over two hundred thousand high school boys. 


The major purpose of this organization is character building. Membership in it is 
considered a valuable asset, not only because of the profitable training the boys receive 
individually, but also because of the united bond of friendship among its members. 


The Hi-Y program is a comprehensive one, including many topics of special signi- 
ficance to high school students. Among these are such subjects as educational advance- 
ment, vocational guidance, leisure time projects, standards of personal conduct, social 
hygiene, racial and religious tolerance, and good sportsmanship. 


At many of its meetings qualified speakers address the club on various topics of vital 
interest, after which the meetings are thrown open for questions and discussion. In this 
way the members have an excellent opportunity to express and exchange views and to 
formulate opinions based upon adequate evidence. 


Other meetings are conducted in the form of panel discussions. Since these are en- 
tirely in the hands of the boys themselves, they do much to stimulate initiative and lead- 
ership.

Visions of an undefeated season came to an abrupt end when Manchester, New Hampshire, invaded Everett 
and defeated the local representatives 7 to 0. The Medford game, which followed, resulted in a scoreless tie. 


The Everett eleven resumed its winning ways against Revere, crushing its smaller rivals under a thirty-one 
point shutout. After a triumph over Lynn Classical the Crimson maintained its supremacy over Malden by the 
narrow margin of one point, Lou Amorosa and Bill DeRosa accounting for Everett's seven point total. A deci- 
sive 18 to 0 victory over Chelsea in the annual Thanksgiving Day clash brought the season to a successful con- 
clusion. 


As a result of its record, the Everett team, directed as usual by Coach Gildea and his corps of capable assis- 
tants, finished second to Brockton in the contest for the state championship. The Crimson line, which restricted its 
opponents to a total of nineteen points during the season, was generally considered the best in the state.
